What is a Holding Company? 

The “holding company” {8 not 
legally defined, but is inferentially 
to be regarded as one “whose assets 
include investments in sharea of one 
or more subsidiary companies.” 
This makes control an essential fen- 
ture, for a.“subsidiary,” in terms 
of the Act, is one of. which the 
holding company possesses more 
than 50 per cent, of tho voting 
power or can appoint, directly or 
indirectly, the majority of the direc: 
tors.

After this he was 
so severely beaten that as a result 
he became deaf in one ear. Last 
of all, he was locked up in a cell 
six feet by six, where there was not 
even u chair'to sit down, and every 
morning his bed was removed. 

As a consequence of the protests of 
a foreign Government and of emin- 
ent British and American - political 
personages, Vinciguerra’s — condi- 
tions were improved,‘and those of 
his’ companion Rendi. as well. 
Mussolini even went so far as to 
offer them their liberty, on condi- 
tion that they would .sign a letter 
of Joyal submission to the regime, 
but they refused. ‘ 

At the moment when my friends 


were arrested J was on the 
point of crossing” the frontier 
to return to Italy. My 
first impulse was to hurry to 


Rome to share. their fate, but I 
realiscd-that the duty of a soldier 
ja not to surrender to the enemy 
but to conduct the battle to the end. 
It was then that I decided ‘to go to 
Rome, not to surender but to carry 
on the work of the National Alliance 
by throwing from the air half a 
million letters, and afterwards 
either to fall fighting or to return 
to my base and prepare new attacks.

The sky of Rome has never been 
violated ‘by anti-Fascist ‘planes. 1 
shall be the first, I said to myself; ] 
must get to work to prepare the ex- 
pedition. The affair was not easy, 
because for a poet like myself it Je 
even difficult to make one’s living.

- But 
when I learnt that my secret- had’ 
been discovered by Faacists I had 
to disappear in order to hide under 
another name in England. 


On July 13 J left Cannes in-an ; 


English biplane, ‘carrying with me 
/ 176 pounds, of tracts. 
to my credit only five hours of 
flight I left Jone so as not to risk 
the life of-a friend. Unfortunate- 
ly an accident prevented: -:the re- 
alisation of my plan. I had to land 
in Corsica and pane abandoning 
my ‘plane in'a field.

GERMAN OWNERS’ ACTION. 


A shipping agent of the 
U.S.S:R. has been declared by 
the German Shipowners’ Asso- 
ciation of Hamburg, saya Reu- 
ter. The association has decided 
not to send ships to the U.S.S.R., 
on the ground that strikes which 
have taken place recently in a 
number of German ships in 
Leningrad and Odessa were not 
only’ permitted but even sup- 
ported by the Russian authori- 
ties. ‘ 

The crews ‘of 41 German 
vessels in Russian harbours are 
on strike in sympathy, they say, 
with a seamen’s strike which 
they believe has broken out in 
Germany.. The shipowners have 
decided to dismiss the strikers 
summarily and to discontinue 
payment of wuges to their fami- 
Hes. At the-same time, a sum- 
mons has been issued against the 
strikers for mutiny. Volunteers 
will be sent to Russia to fetch 
back the German vessels. 

THE NAVY'S. FUEL. 

Even if there are many who 
will not. go the whole hog and 
believe that the Navy ought to 
go back from oil fuel to coal, 
there is nobody who does not sec 
the disadvantage of having to 
get its fuel supplies from over- 
seas.

EUGENE -CHEN. 


Explains His Visit to. 
Japan, 


SECESSION FROM CANTON. 


Mr. Eugene’ Chen: Minister 
for Foreign Affairs of the 
National Government in Canton, 
has authorised the publication of 
a report on his visit to Japan, in 
the course of which he. says:— 

“I went: to Japan to secure in- 
formation from Baron Shidehara 
Yegarding the real aim and 
policy of his Government vis-a- 
vis China, especially about Man- 
churia. The National Govern- 
ment desired this information in 
order to decide whether the time 
had come for the adoption of the 
policy: which Dr. Sun, with the 
foresight and vision of a great 
civilised mind, had pointed out 
as.the way of peace and strength 
to his country. I had no in- 
struction _ or authority to enter 
into any sort of negotiation with 
Baron ShideHara or any other 
Japanese, nor did I attempt in 
fact’ to enter into any negotia- 
tion with dny one in Japan -re- 
tarding Manchuria or any other 
matter. All the reports, there- 
fore, alleging that I visited Japan 
for some dark purpose—to make 
a deal in arme or beg for Japan- 
ese gold’or sell. Manchuria. and 
so forth — are entirely false.” 

Following the political bomb-sholl 
in the form of a set of resolutions 
against the Nanking regime adept- 
ed by a major number of delegates 
to the Kuomintang National Con- 
gress, of Canton, Messrs.‘Sun Fo, 
Engene Chen and Li-Wan Fan (civil 
leaders of the Canton National Gov- 
ernment) quietly left Canton for 
Hong Kong by the 3.3.
